In my opinion, 
the answer is‘to open the whole band to all licensed 
hams. Then as an incentive, why not give a special 
call sign, such as a distinctive prefix or suffix, 
which would indicate to anyone hearing it that this 
Operator has put in extra effort for a special 
rating. How does leaving all your friends, to go 
down to a special section of the band and be exclu- 
sive all by yourself, improve the art? You have 
pointed out the results! You point out the danger 
of losing freqs for lack of occupancy. Exactly my 
point! Let's show the Redio Commission that we are 
using ALL the band for ALL of us, and get our re- 
ward by the recognition of any extra effort in 
another fashion. ...Bob Le Vesconte W7AUI........

Moved by Mr. Robinson end seconded by Mr. Gartsman, 
that the President shall investigate, and report 
back to the Board, the necessary actions required 
for QOWA to qualify as a tax exempt scientific and 
educational organization under the provisions of Sec 
501(c)}(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. After discu- 
sion the motion was adopted by the board. 


Moved by Mr. Bailey and seconded by Mr. Devaney that 
& committee be appointed to determine the type of 
scholarship awards or other aids to be made by QCWA. 
The motion was unanimously adopted and the President 
appointed Messrs. Devaney and Robinson as this comn- 
ittee. 


After discussion, on motion by Mr. Talley, seconded 
by Mr. Gartsman, the Board voted to submit the fol- 
owing proposed amendment to ART VI, Sec 1 of the 
Consitution and approval at the 1970 regular Annual 
meeting;- "Sec l= Amendments to this Constitution 
may be initiated by a majority vote of the Board of 
of Directors, or by a petition submitted to the 
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Board of Directors for their consideration by at 
least One hundred (100) members in good standing. 
Proposed amendments to the Constitution, approved 
by the Board of Directors, shell be mailed with a 
ballot to ali members in good standing at least 
twenty (20) days before the date appointed for the 
return of the ballot, and the ballot shall carry a 
statement of this time limit. Approval of the amend 
ment by at least two thirds of the members voting 
shall be necessary for its enactment." 


On motion by Mr. Sears, seconded by Mr. Gartsman, 
the Board voted that, with reference to its previous 
action per Item #14 of the minutes of Board meeting 
No.28 held June 18, 1969, Chapters are authorized 

to print their own chapter membership certificates 
or cards only for use by their chapter members. 


On motion by Mr. Talley, seconded by Mr. Miligan, 
the Board voted that Life Membership shall be 
granted without cost to the sixteen eonblhfa.| 
charter members who are not life members: W2AMJ,
